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THE  MARYLAND  FOOLERS 
By  Charles  Evan  Fowler  (155) 


The  farthest  back  in  the  years,  as  regards  this 
branch  of  the  Fowler  Family,  extends  to  Benjamin  (101)  and  his 
wife  Ales,  pronounced  Ails  but  is  probably  a  shortening  of 
Alice.  They  lived  near  Pipe  Creek,  Maryland,  on  the  border  of 
Frederick  County  just  prior  to  1790,  and  it  is  believed  that 
Benjamin  was  born  about  1735.  Some  of  the  New  England  Fowlers 
drifted  down  into  New  Jersey,  and  it  is  likely  that  they  are 
descended  from  Captain  William  Fowler  of  New  Haven,  as  the 
names  of  Benjamin,  James,  Joseph,  Samuel  and  Caleb  were  common 
in  this  branch  of  the  Family.  The  name  Alis  was  also  that  of 
the  wife  of  John  Fowler  of  Islington,  near  London,  in  1538! 

All  of  the  Maryland  Fowlers  were  strict  William  Penn  Quakers 
during  the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  centuries ,  ^  ^  This 

was  also  true  of  the  writer's  Mother's  family,  the  Hobsons,  and- 
also  of  President  Herbert  Hoover's  family,  who  lived  near  Ben¬ 
jamin  Fowler  in  Maryland. 

The  Quakers  were  a  somewhat  austere  religious  sect, 
very  discerning  and  far  seeing,  with  a  decided  strain  of  humor, 
and  with  a  great  satisfaction  in  living  their  lives.  They 
were  great  bargainers,  yet  withal  most  honest,  industrious, 
and  efficient.  William  Penn  was  the  son  of  an  English  Admiral, 
a  student  of  Oxford  University,  and  considerable  of  a  religi- 

ous  mystic.  He  emerges  as  a  man  whose  tremendous  idealism, 

- 

devotion,  and  moral  courage  were  matched  by  his  farseeing 
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statesmanship.  His  book  "The  Peace  of  Europe"  expounded  an 
ethical  and  humanitarian  religion.  He  exhorted  his  followers 
to  be  "universal".  The  constitution  he  gave  Pennsylvania,  his 
analysis  of  war,  his  plan  for  a  League  of  Nations,  place-  him 
among  the  great  forerunners.  The  economic  life  of  a  Quaker 
might  have  been  in  the  mind  of  Robert  Louis  Stevenson  when  he 
wrote  -  "For  money  enters  in  two  different  characters  into  the 
scheme  of  life.  A  certain  amount,  varying  with  the  number  and 
empire  of  our  desires,  is  a  true  necessity  for  each  one  of  us 
in  the  present  order  of  society;  but  beyond  that  amount, 
money  is  a  commodity  to  be  bought  or  not  to  be  bought,  a  lux¬ 
ury  in  which  we  may  indulge  or  stint  ourselves,  like  any  other. 
And  there  are  many  luxuries  that  we  may  legitimately  prefer  to 
it,  such  as  a  grateful  conscience,  a  country  life,  or  the  wom¬ 
an  of  our  inclination.  Trite,  flat,  and  obvious  as  this  con¬ 
clusion  may  appear,  we  have  only  to  look  around  us  in  society 
to  see  how  scantily  it  has  been  recognized;  and  perhaps  even 
ourselves  after  a  little  reflection,  may  decide  to  spend  a 
trifle  less  for  money,  and  indulge  ourselves  a  trifle  more  in 
the  article  of  freedom."  This  trait  was  strong  among  the  Qua¬ 
kers,  and  they  only  raised  enough  of  a  surplus  on  the  farm  to 
trade  at  the  store  for  those  things  which  they  could  not  pro¬ 
duce,  to  pay  taxes  to  "Caesar",  and  to  have  a  small  amount  of 
money  for  emergencies.  They  lived  happily  with  just  enough. 
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THE  FOWLER  FAMILY  IN  ENGLAND. 


The  Fowler  family  are  probably  of  Norman  descent,  and 
the  name  is  said  by  Camden  in  his  nRemainee  Concerning  Brit- 
taine,"  to  have  been  derived  from  an  office  they  had  held. 

The  first  mention  found  of  it,  used  as  a  surname,  is 
by  Burke,  as  that  of  a  "Richard  Fowler  of  Foxley,  in  the  Coun¬ 
ty  of  Bucks,  accompanying  Richard  Coeur  de  Lion  to  the  Holy 
Land,  and  maintaining  during  the  war,  a  body  of  British  bowmen 
(all  his  own  tenants)  in  the  army  of  that  prince,  and  during 
the  siege  of  Aeon  (now  Acre),  defeating  by  his  extraordinary 
vigilance  a  nocturnal  attempt  of  the  Infidels,  to  surprise  the 
Christian  camp.  For  these  services  his  royal  master  knighted 
him  on  the  field  of  battle,  and  caused  his  crest,  a  hand  and 
lure,  to  be  changed  for  ’the  vigilant  owl.'"  This  occurred  in 
1191.  He  had  Welsh  possessions  at  "Abbey  Cwm-Hir,"  County  of 
Radnor.  His  Arms  were:-  "Azure,  a  chevron  argent  charged  with 
three  crosses  formee  sable,  between  three  lions  passant  guad- 
rant,  or."  The  original  crest  was:-  "A  cubit  arm,  habited 
azure,  holding  in  the  hand  proper,  a  lure  vert,  feathered  ar¬ 
gent  lined  or,  twisted  round  the  arm."  The  crest  given  by 
Richard  Coeur  de  Lion,  was:-  An  owl  argent,  to  which  was  after¬ 
wards  added  a  ducal  coronet,  or. 

The  shield  is  of  azure  or  blue,  which  is  the  emblem 
in  heraldry  of  justice,  humility  and  loyalty.  A  chevron  (two 
rafters  of  a  house  joined  together  in  chief,  and  descending 
like  a  pair  of  compasses  to  the  extremities  of  the  shield)  be- 
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tokens  the  achievement  of  some  business  of  moment,  and  is  as¬ 
signed  by  heralds  to  such  as  have  served  their  king  and  coun¬ 
try.  The  original  crest  was  a  hand  and  arm  cut  off  evenly  at 
the  elbow,  dressed  in  silver,  with  the  hand  of  the  natural 
color,  holding  a  green  lure  feathered  with  silver  lined  with 
gold,  twisted  round  the  arm.  The  other  crest  as  given  in  the 
colored  lithograph. 

Richard  Fowler  was  the  progenitor  of  a  family  which 
flourished  over  five  hundred  years  in  Buckinghamshire  and  in 
other  parts  of  England.  From  him  descended  in  the  fifth  gener¬ 
ation,  Sir  Richard  Fowler,  eldest  son  of  Sir  William  Fowler  of 
Ricot,  County  of  Oxford,  who  soon  after  the  commencement  of  the 
reign  of  Edward  IV,  was  knighted  by  him  and  created  Chancellor 
of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster.  He  received  a  grant  of  the  manor 
of  Buckingham,  which  was  forfeited  by  attainder  in  1460.  He 
also  represented  his  native  county  in  Parliament  in  1467,  and 
died  3  Nov.  1477,  leaving  a  will  directing  that  St.  Rumb aid's 
shrine  and  an  aisle  in  Buckingham  Church  be  rebuilt,  and  in 
this  aisle  Sir  Richard  Fowler  and  Joan,  his  wife,  were  buried. 

His  son,  Sir  Richard  (Quart ermayne)  Fowler  had  large 
estates,  and  his  son  and  heir,  Edward  Fowler,  entertained  in 
Sept.,  1514,  Henry  VIII* s  first  Queen,  Catharine  of  Arragon, 
who  received  there,  the  (to  her)  joyful  news  of  the  defeat  of 
the  Scottish  army  at  Flodden  Field. 

Thomas  Fowler,  brother  of  Sir  Richard,  the  Chancel- 
lor,  was  an  Esquire  of  the  body  to  King  Edward  IV.  His  de¬ 
scendant  Bryan  was  seated  at  St.  Thomas,  County  of  Stafford. 
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William,  brother  to  Bryan,  seated  himself  at  Harnage  Grange  in 
Shropshire,  male  line  now  extinct,  and  James  another  brother 
at  Pendeford,  Staffordshire,  whose  representative,  in  1837,  was 
Thomas  Fowler,  Esquire,  of  Pendeford  Hall,  who  bore  the  Fowler 
Arms  with  the  crest  as  given  in  the  lithograph. 

From  this  ancient  family  our  emigrant  ancestor, 

Philip  Fowler,  may  have  been  descended;  no  especial  attempt 
to  ascertain  his  parentage  in  England  has  been  made;  tradition 
says  they  went  from  France  to  Wales. 

Froude  in  his  History  of  England,  Vol.  V,  pp.  129, 
131,  mentions  John  Fowler,  a  member  in  1547  of  the  household  of 
King  Edward  VI,  who  was  so  influential  with  that  young  monarch, 
that  he  was  employed  by  Lord  Seymour  to  secure  the  royal  assent 
to  his  contemplated  marriage  with  the  Princess,  afterwards 
Queen,  Elizabeth,  and  subsequently,  the  royal  approval  of  his 
already  secretly  accomplished  marriage  with  Catharine  Parr, 
widow  of  Henry  VIII* 

William  Fowler,  born  about  1560,  died  in  1614,  was 
one  of  the  poets  that  frequented  the  Court  of  James  VI,  whose 
works  have  been  preserved.  He  was  a  lawyer  and  clergyman,  as 
well  as  a  poet. 

John  Fowler,  a  learned  printer,  born  in  Britsol,  re¬ 
moved  his  press  to  Antwerp,  more  effectually  to  aid  the  Catho¬ 
lics,  and  died  in  1579. 

Christopher  Fowler,  an  English  clergyman,  born  in 
1611,  left  the  established  church  in  1641,  and  joined  the 
Presbyterians  among  whom  he  became  eminent,  and  died  in  1676. 
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Edward  Fowler,  born  at  Westerleigh,  Gloucestershire, 
in  1632,  was  distinguished  as  a  divine,  published  a  discourse 
on  the  "Design  of  Christianity"  in  1671,  which  Bunyan  attacked, 
and  another  on  "Christian  Liberty"  in  1680.  He  was  made 
Bishop  of  Gloucester  in  1691,  died  in  1714,  and  "has  a  long 
epitaph  in  the  northeast  corner  of  the  church  at  Hendon;  and 
on  the  same  corner  of  the  church-yard  is  an  altar  tomb  and  sar¬ 
cophagus  with  two  weeping  boys,  inscribed:-  ’To  the  memory  of 
Edward  Fowler,  Esq.,  who  deceased  29  June,  1710,  leaving  two  " 
daughters,  Anna  Maria  and  Elizabeth,  by  Mary,  his  wife,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  James  Chadwick,  Esq.,  and  Mary,  his  wife,  daughter  and 
sole  heir  to  Abp.  Tillotson.  This  tomb  is  erected  by  John 
Chadwick  and  Tho.  Mansfield,  Esqrs.,  his  widow’s  executors, 
according  to  his  Will.  She  died  9  May,  1728,  near  42  years  of 
age,  and  lies  here  interred  with  her  dear  husband.'"  Taken 
from  the  "Gentleman's  Magazine"  for  1786,  part  I,  p.  100. 

Among  the  great  land  owners  of  Great  Britain  in  1874, 
according  to  a  return  to  Parliament,  were  John  Fowler  of  Brace- 
more,  Seek  Broom,  N.  3.,  etc.,  47,248  acres;  Robert  Fowler  of 
Rockinston,  Enfield,  County  Meath,  8,026  acres. 

At  the  Parliamentary  elections  in  Great  Britain,  Lon¬ 
don,  1  April,  1880,  were  elected,  W.  Fowler,  liberal,  for  Cam¬ 
bridge;  H.  H.  Fowler,  liberal,  for  Wolverhampton.

THE  NAME  AND  FAMILY  OF  FOWLER

The  name  of  Fowler  is  said  to  have  been  of  ancient 
Anglo-Norman  origin  and  to  have  been  taken  from  the  words 
fowl,  a  bird,  and  ere,  an  agent,  and  to  have  meant  "one  who 
pursues  or  captures  wild  fowls".  The  name  is  found  on  old 
English  and  early  American  records  in  the  various  forms  of 
Fouler,  Fouller,  Fowler,  Fowlar,  and  many  others,  of  which 
Fowler  is  the  generally  accepted  form  today. 

It  is  said  that  the  family  of  Fowler  is  of  Norman  de¬ 
scent  and  went  into  England  with  William  the  Conqueror  in  1066. 
The  first  of  whom  there  is  record  in  England  was  Richard  Fowler 
of  Foxley,  county  of  Buckingham,  who  is  believed  to  have  accom¬ 
panied  Richard  Coeur  de  Lion  to  the  Holy  Land  in  1191  and  to 
have  won  the  Crest  used  with  the  family  coat-of-arms  and  a 
grant  of  lands  at  Abbey  Cwm-Kir,  county  of  Radnor,  Wales,  in 
this  service. 

From  Richard  Fowler  were  descended  the  families  of 
that  name  which  were  to  be  found  at  early  dates  in  England,  in 
the  counties  of  Buckingham,  Lancaster,  Wilts,  Stafford,  Ox¬ 
ford,  Gloucester,  and  Shrops,  and  in  Wales  and  Ireland. 

Sir  William  Fowler  of  Ricot,  Oxford,  fourth  in  de¬ 
scent  from  Richard,  was  the  father  of  Sir  Richard  Fowler,  who 
was  knighted  by  Edward  the  Fourth  and  created  Chancellor  of 
the  Duchy  of  Lancaster,  and  Thomas,  of  whom  more  later.  Sir 
Richard  was  a  Member  of  Parliament  in  1467  and  died  in  1477, 
leaving  a  widow  Joan  and  a  son  Sir  Richard  Quartermayne  Fowler, 
who  was  prominent  in  the  royal  court  in  England  in  the  early 
sixteenth  century. 

Thomas,  son  of  Sir  William,  was  Esquire  of  the  Body 
to  King  Edward  the  Fourth.  He  was  the  ancestor  of  the  three 
brothers,  Bryan  Fowler  of  St.  Thomas,  county  of  Stafford, 
William  Fowler  of  Harnage  Grange,  Shropshire,  and  James  Fowler 
of  Perdeford,  Staffordshire. 

In  1547  one  John  Fowler  was  an  influential  member  of 
the  household  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth.  In  1560  William  Fow¬ 
ler  was  one  of  the  poets  of  the  court  of  James  the  Sixth. 
Sometime  before  1579  another  John  Fowler,  a  printer,  removed 
from  Bristol,  England,  to  Antwerp  in  order  to  attain  greater 
freedom  of  speech.  Christopher  Fowler  was  a.  distinguished 
Presbyterian  clergyman  and  Edward  Fowler  of  Gloucestershire 
was  a  revered  djrvine  in  the  early  seventeenth  century. 

It^JLs  not  known  from  which  of  these  illustrious 
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lines  of  the  family  in  Great  Britain  the  first  emigrant  of  the 
name  to  New  England,  Philip  Fowler,  was  descended.  He  is  be¬ 
lieved  to  have  come  from  Wiltshire ,  England,  to  Ipswich,  Mass., 
in  1634.  By  his  wife,  believed  to  have  been  Mary  Winsley,  he 
had  Margaret,  Mary,  Samuel,  Hester,  Joseph,  and  Thomas. 

Of  the  daughters  of  the  emigrant  Philip,  Margaret 
married  Christopher  Osgood,  second,  Thomas  Rowell,  third, 

Thomas  Coleman,  and,  fourth,  Thomas  Osborne;  Mary  married 
William  Chandler;  and  Hester  married  Jathnell  Bird  and, 
second,  Robert  Collins, 

Samuel,  eldest  son  of  the  emigrant  Philip,  was  mar¬ 
ried  at  Portsmouth,  N.  H. ,  to  a  wife  whose  name  is  not  known 
and  is  believed  to  have  had  issue  by  her  of  William,  Samuel, 
Mary,  and  Sarah.  His  second  wife  was  Margaret  Norman  but 
there  was  no  issue  by  this  marriage. 

Joseph,  second  son  of  the  emigrant  Philip,  married 
Martha  Kimball,  by  whom  he  had  Joseph,  Philip,  John,  and 
Mary. 

Thomas,  third  and  youngest  son  of  the  emigrant 
Philip,  was  married  in  1660  to  Hannah  Jordan,  who  gave  him 
eight  children,  Hannah,  Thomas,  William,  Jane,  Mary,  Margaret, 
Jeremiah,  and  John. 

William  Fowler,  magistrate,  emigrated  to  New  England 
in  1637  and  was  at  New  Haven,  Conn.,  in  1638  and  at  Milford, 
in  the  same  State,  in  the  following  year.  His  children  are 
thought  to  have  been  William,  John,  and  Mary. 

William,  eldest  son  of  the  emigrant  William,  was  the 
father  of  John,  Mark,  Deborah,  William,  Hannah,  Sarah,  Mary, 
Jonathan,  Abigail,  and  Mercy. 

John,  the  youngest  son  of  the  emigrant  William,  mar¬ 
ried  Mary  Hubbard  in  1647  and  removed  to  Guilford,  where  he  was 
the  father  of  Abigail,  Mary,  Abraham,  John,  Mehitabel,  and 
Elizabeth. 


About  1646  one  Ambrose  Fowler  was  resident  at  Wind¬ 
sor,  Conn. ,  and  in  that  year  he  was  married  to  Joan  Alvord,  by 
whom  he  had  issue  of  Abigail,  John,  Mary,  Samuel,  Hannah,  Eliza¬ 
beth,  and  Ambrose. 

Of  the  daughters  of  the  emigrant  Ambrose,  Abigail 
married  Increase  Sikes  in  1671;  Mary  married  Fearnot  King  in 
1677;  and  Hannah  married  James  Sexton. 

John*-  eldest  son  of  the  emigrant  Ambrose,  married 
Mercy  Miller  in  1687  and  was  the  father  by  her  of  John,  Mercy, 
Abraham,  Isaac,  Mehi table,  Ebenezer,  and  several  others  who 
died  in  infancy. 
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Samuel,  second  son  of  the  emigrant  Ambrose,  was  mar¬ 
ried  in  1683  to  Abigail  Brown,  who  was  the  mother  by  him  of 
Samuel,  Jonathan,  Abigail,  Mary,  Hannah,  Esther,  Sarah,  Isabel, 
Elizabeth,  and  Mindwell. 

Ambrose,  third  and  youngest  son  of  the  emigrant 
Ambrose,  married  Mary  Baker  in  1693  and  had  Ruth,  Mary,  Samuel, 
Joseph,  Mindwell,  David,  and  Noah. 

Another  early  emigrant  was  Samuel  of  Salisbury  in  the 
year  1665,  who  had  one  son,  also  named  Samuel,  who  married 
Hannah  Worthen  in  1684  and  had  Samuel,  Hannah,  Susanna,  Jacob, 
Mary,  and  Sarah. 

One  John  Fowler  was  married  at  Springfield  in  1695 
to  Hannah  Scott  and  had  issue  by  her  of  Hannah,  John,  Mary, 
Sarah,  Abigail,  Elizabeth,  Christopher,  and  Elisha. 

The  records  of  the  Virginia  emigrants  are  not  as 
clear  as  those  of  New  England.  Little  is  known  of  the  emigrant 
William,  who  came  with  his  wife  Margaret  to  Virginia  in  1621, 
or  of  John  Fowler  of  1626,  George  Fowler  of  1635,  John  Fowler 
of  1636,  and  another  John  Fowler,  who  came  from  England  to  Vir¬ 
ginia  sometime  prior  to  1662  and  died  in  1683,  leaving  three 
sons,  John,  Mark,  and  Godfrey. 

The  descendants  of  these  various  branches  of  the  fam¬ 
ily  in  America  have  spread  to  practically  every  State  of  the 
Union  and  have  aided  as  much  in  the  growth  of  the  country  as 
their  ancestors  aided  in  the  founding  of  the  nation.  They  have 
been  known  for  their  honesty,  intellect,  moral  strength,  energy, 
and  courage. 

Among  those  of  the  Fowlers  who  fought  as  officers  in 
the  War  of  the  Revolution  were  Captain  John  of  Massachusetts, 
Captain  Theodosius  of  New  York,  Captain  William  of  Virginia, 
and  Lieutenants  Ebenezer  and  John  of  Connecticut. 

John,  Philip,  Ambrose,  Samuel,  William,  Joseph,  and 
Thomas  are  some  of  the  Christian  names  most  favored  by  the 
family  for  its  male  members. 


Henry  The  Fowler  -  Henry  I,  King  of  the  Germans 
(876-936)  son  of  Otto,  Duke  of  Saxony.  Henry  succeeded  as 
Duke  on  death  of  Otto  in  1912.  Was  chosen  King  in  919  on 
death  of  King  Conrad  I,  and  all  of  Germany  supported  him.  He 
conquered  the  Danes  and  some  Slav  tribes,  and  in  933  when  the 
Hungarians  invaded  Thuringia,  he  defeated  them  decisively,  so 
that  they  kept  out  of  Germany  for  many  years.  He  confirmed 
the  Dukes  in  their  rights  and  acted  as  mediator  in  their  dis¬ 
putes,  so  that  they  remained  loyal,  until  Henry’s  son  Otto  la¬ 
ter  forced  them  to  submission.  Henry's  position  became  so 
strong  in  later  life  that  he  decided  to  go  to  Rome  on  a  pil¬ 
grimage,  or  to  oleum  the  Imperial  Crown,  but  he  died  of  apop¬ 
lexy  July  2,  936.

Fowler,  Edward  (1632-1714)  very  famous  English  Di¬ 
vine,  b.  at  Westerleigh,  Gloucestershire.  Educated  at  Oxford 
and  Cambridge.  He  was  Rector  and  Vicar  of  various  churches; 
elected  Bishop  of  Gloucester  in  1691  and  remained  until  his 
death,  August  26,  1714.  Among  his  books  was  ’’The  Design  of 
Christianity".  (1671)  This  was  criticized  by  Baxter  and  Bun- 
yan,  the  latter  calling  it  a  mixture  of  "Popery,  Socinianism, 
and  Quakerism".  Edward  Fowler  published  in  reply,  in  1693, 
"Twenty  Eight  Propositions,  by  which  the  Doctrine  of  the  Trin¬ 
ity  is  endeavored  to  be  explained",  challenging  with  some  suc¬ 
cess  the  Socinian  position.

Embarked  with  family  on  ship  "William  and  Mary", 
Robert  Sayres,  Master.

Fowler,  Charles  Henry  (1837-1908),  Amer.  M.  E. 
bishop,  born  in  Buford,  Canada.  He  graduated  at  Syracuse  Uni¬ 
versity,  and  in  1859  began  the  practice  of  law  in  Chicago; 
but  after  his  conversion  he  graduated  at  the  Garrett  Biblical 
Institute  in  1861.  He  was  for  11  years  pastor  of  various 
churches  in  Chicago,  and  in  1872  was  elected  president  of  the 
Northwestern  University  at  Evanston,  Ill.,  which  position  he 
resigned  upon  being  appointed  Editor  of  the  New  York  Christian 
Advocate  in  1876.  In  1884  he  was  elected  a  bishop.  He  subse¬ 
quently  visited  Japan,  Korea,  China,  Russia,  and  other  coun¬ 
tries,  organizing  the  Peking  and  Nanking  universities,  and  the 
first  M.  E.  church  in  St.  Petersburg,  For  eight  years  he  was 
stationed  on  the  Pacific  coast,  where  he  founded  the  Maclay 
College  of  Theology  in  Southern  California. 

His  executive  and  organizing  talents  have  oversha¬ 
dowed  even  his  popularity  as  an  orator  and  preacher. 


Fowler,  Ellen  Thorneycroft  (c.  1873-1929).  English 
novelist,  daughter  of  Henry  Hartley,  Viscount  Fowler,  born  at 
Wolverhampton.  Her  first  volume  entitled  Verses  Grave  and 
Gay  was  issued  in  1891.  As  a  novelist  she  attained  a  high 
position.  Her  published  works  include  Concerning  Isabel 
Carnaby  (1898),  A  Double  Threac.  (1899),  The  Farringdons  (1900), 
Fuel  of  Fire  (1902),  Place  and  Power  (1903),  and,  with  her  hus¬ 
band,  Kate  of  Kate  Hall  (1904).  Some  of  these  deal  with  the 
people  of  the  Midlands.  She  also  published  several  volumes  of 
verse. 
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Fowler,  Frank  (1853-1910).  American  painter,  born 
in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y, ,  and  studied  art  with  Edward  White  at 
Florence,  and  with  Carolus-Duran,  and  at  the  Ecole  des  Beaux 
Arts  in  Paris.  While  in  Paris,  Mr.  Fowler  assisted  Carolus- 
Duran  in  painting  a  ceiling  for  the  palace  of  the  Luxembourg, 
which  was  ultimately  placed  in  the  Louvre,  where  it  is  now  to 
be  seen.  Returning  to  New  York  in  1879,  he  established  his 
studio  in  that  city  and  devoted  himself  to  portrait  and  figure 
work.  He  was  elected  a  member  of  the  National  Academy  in  1899, 
and  received  medals  for  his  exhibits  at  a  number  of  the  great 
expositions.  His  portraits  of  distinguished  people  include 
those  of  Samuel  J.  Tilden,  Roswell  P.  Flower,  Madame  Mod] e ska, 
President  Hadley  of  Yale,  William  Dean  Howells,  Archbishop 
Corrigan,  Charles  A.  Dana,  and  many  officers  and  professors 
for  the  U.  8.  Military  Academy,  West  Point,  N.  Y.  Among  not¬ 
able  decorative  pieces  is  the  ceiling,  in  three  panels,  repre¬ 
senting  Music  and  The  Dance,  at  the  Hotel  Waldorf-Astoria  in 
New  York,  Mr.  Fowler  prepared  several  handbooks  for  art  stu¬ 
dents  which  have  become  standard  works,  including  Drawing  in 
Charcoal  and  Crayon  (1885),  Oil  Painting  (1885),  and  Portrait 
and  Figure  Painting  (1894). 


Fowler,  Henry  Hartley  Viscount  (1830-1911),  English 
statesman,  entered  Parliament  in  1880  for  Wolverhampton,  where 
he  practised  as  a  solicitor,  and  which  he  represented  for  many 
years.  He  was  under-secretary  for  the  home  department  in  Mr. 
Gladstone’s  government  (1884-5),  and  then  financial  secretary 
to  the  Treasury  during  the  last  months  of  the  administration 
(1885-6).  On  the  return  of  the  Liberal  party  in  1892  he  was 
made  President  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  with  a  seat  in 
the  cabinet.  In  that  capacity  he  carried  through  the  Parish 
Councils  Bill  (1893-4).  When  Mr.  Gladstone  retired  from  pub¬ 
lic  life,  Mr.  Fowler  was  transferred  to  the  India  Office  as 
Secretary  of  State.  In  1905  he  became  Chancellor  of  the  Duchy 
in  the  Campbell-Bannerman  ministry,  an  office  he  retained  un¬ 
der  Mr.  Asquith. 


Fowler,  John  (1826-64),  English  inventor  of  agricul¬ 
tural  machines,  was  born  at  Melksham,  Wiltshire.  He  achieved 
his  first  success  in  the  patenting  of  a  drainage  plough,  which 
he  used  (1850)  with  good  results  in  the  draining  of  Hainault 
Forest  in  Essex.  Later,  along  with  Jeremiah  Head  (1857),  he 
produced  a  plough  driven  by  a  stationary  steam-engine  by  means 
of  ropes. 


Fowler,  Sir  John  (1817-98),  English  civil  engineer, 
was  born  at  Sheffield.  He  superintended  and  subsequently 
managed  the  Stockton  and  Hartlepool  Railway,  and  after  1844 
was  engaged  chiefly  in  building  the  railway  lines  afterwards 
united  as  the  Manchester,  Sheffield,  and  Lincolnshire  Railway. 
The  London  Metropolitan  Underground  Railway  was  his  work,  in¬ 
cluding  branch  lines  to  the  suburbs,  etc.  The  work  for  which 
Fowler  is  best  remembered  is  the  construction,  in  partnership 
with  Sir  Benjamin  Baker,  of  the  Forth  Bridge  (1883-90),  for 
which  Fowler  received  a  baronetcy.  Sir  John  Fowler  and  Sir 
Benjamin  Baker  were  the  consulting  engineers  on  a  proposed  22 
mile  bridge  over  the  English  Channel  designed  by  Schneider 
and  Hersent,  French  Engineers.  See  "Life"  by  T.  Mackay 
(1900). 


Fowler,  Lorenzo  Niles  (1811-1896),  American  phrenol¬ 
ogist,  younger  brother  of  Orson  Squire  Fowler  (q.v.),  was 
born  at  Cohocton,  N.  Y.,  and  graduated  at  Amherst.  His  bro¬ 
ther  and  he  established  phrenological  headquarters  in  New  York 
City  in  1835.  Three  years  afterward  they  founded  the  "Amer¬ 
ican  Phrenological  Journal"  at  Philadelphia,  removing  again 
to  New  York  in  1842.  They  continued  as  publishers  until 
1863.  In  that  year  Lorenzo  Fowler  went  to  London,  and  devoted 
himself  to  lecturing.  He  published  a  "Synopsis  of  Phrenology 
and  Physiology"  (1844),  and  "Marriage,  its  History  and  Philos¬ 
ophy"  (1846). 


Fowler,  Orson  Squire  (1809-87),  American  phrenolo¬ 
gist,  was  born  in  Cohocton,  N.  Y.,  and  graduated  (1834)  at 
Amherst.  With  his  brother,  Lorenzo  Niles  (q.  v.),  he  estab¬ 
lished  a  publishing  business.  Their  first  book  was  written 
in  collaboration,  and  was  entitled  "Phrenology  Proved,  Illus¬ 
trated,  and  Applied"  (1836).  Mr.  Fowler  devoted  much  time  to 
lecturing  on  his  specialty.  He  removed  to  New  England  in 
1863.  Some  of  his  books  are  "Memory  and  Intellectual  Improve¬ 
ment"  (1841),  "Self-Culture"  (1843),  and  "The  Self-Instructor 
in  Phrenology  end  Physiology",  with  his  brother  (1849). 

Fowler,  Thomas  (1832-1904).  English  philosophical 
writer,  was  born  at  Burton-Stather  in  Lincolnshire,  From 
1873  to  1888  he  was  professor  of  logic  at  Oxford,  and  presi¬ 
dent  of  Corpus  Christi  College  from  1881  to  his  death.  His 
chief  publications  are  "Elements  of  Deductive  Logic"  (1867; 
10th  ed.  1892);  "Elements  of  Inductive  Logic"  (1870;  6th  ed. 
1892);  "Locke"  (1880),  in  English  Men  of  Letters  Series; 
"Francis  Bacon"(1881)  and  "Shaftesbury  and  Hutcheson"  (1882), 
in  The  English" Philosopher s  Series;  "Progressive  Morality" 
(1884;  2d  edT  1895);  "Principles  of  Morals"  (1886  and  1887; 
new  ed.  1894),  with  J.  M.  Wilson;  "Hist,  of  Corpus  Christi 
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College"  (Oxford  Historical  Society,  1893);  and  popular  history 
of  the  same  in  series  of  "College  Histories"  (1898),  He  also 
edited  Bacon’s  "Novum  Organum”  71878;  2d  ed.  1898.)  and  Locke’s 
"Conduct  of  the  Understanding"  (1881;  3d  ed.  1890).

Tho  old 
home  was  between  Bartlett  and  Chesterhill,  and  was  fairly  good 
farm  land,  with  a  fine  orchard,  bees,  and  several  hill  top  mea¬ 
dows.  The  house  was  a  log  structure  with  several  additions, 
and  a  dutch  oven  outside,  down  a  sort  of  ravine;  with  the  milk 
house  down  below  on  the  Run.  The  barn  was  a  quite  large  one 
on  the  hill  top  above.

Samuel  Fowler  was  born  in  Frederick  County,  Maryland, 
in  1805,  the  son  of  James  and  Elizabeth  (Ogborn)  Fowler.  He 
moved  with  his  parents  to  Ohio  in  1815,  and  was  married  on  July 
26,  1826  to  Phebe  Farrington  in  Friends  Church  in  Carroll  Coun¬ 
ty,  Ohio.  Living  there  until  1833,  when  he  moved  to  near  Bel¬ 
oit,  in  Smith  Township,  Mahoning  County,  Ohio.  After  living 
there  for  five  years,  in  a  house  he  had  built,  they  moved  two 
and  one  half  miles  southeast  of  Marlboro  and  only  lived  there 
one  year.  After  several  other  moves,  they  went  to  Amboy, 
Hillsdale  County,  Michigan,  in  the  spring  of  1849,  in  time  to 
participate  in  the  first  election.  During  1850,  he  held  the 
offices  of  Overseer,  Juror,  and  was  a  land  owner.  He  was  a 
self  educated^  extraordinary  man,  a  temperance  lecturer  for 
many  years  in  Michigan  and  in  Indiana.  He  was  an  idealist,  and 
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very  much  of  the  philosopher  type.  Originally  and  for  most  of 
his  life  a  Quaker,  in  his  later  years  he  became  a  mystic.  He 
knew  the  healing  values  of  the  herbs,  and  was  a  good  penman. 
With  his  hand-made  quill  pens,  he  made  some  good  and  well  re¬ 
membered  sketches.  He  had  a  very  fine  judgment  for  the  future 
and  could  closely  predict  the  farm  crops. 

He  only  made  a  fair  living  at  farming,  and  left  much 
of  that  to  his  wife  and  family.  His  descendants  still  live 
near  Hillsdale,  Michigan,  and  hold  a  family  reunion  at  the  Fair 
Grounds  each  year.

After  several  years  of  hard  efforts,  he  got 
the  funds  and  saw  to  the  construction  of  the  Home.  It  was  a 
quite  good  structure  near  the  city  of  Athens.  He  asked  no  re¬ 
muneration  and  received  none.  After  the  death  of  his  Mother 
Sarah,  he  married  late  in  life,  and  with  his  wife  Esther  moved 
to  near  Winona,  Ohio,  where  she  was  a  Quaker  preacher.  They 
made  several  missionary  trips  for  the  Philadelphia  Penn,  Qua¬ 
kers.  One  to  Japan  and  one  to  Egypt,  where  they  established  a 
Children's  Home.  Pictures  of  the  Fowler  Orphans'  Home  and 
School  at  Cairo,  Egypt, are  in  the  files  of  C.  E.  Fowler. 

He  died  some  years  before  his  wife,  who  did  not  long 
survive  him.  C.  E.  Fowler  remembers  receiving  about  $18.00  as 
his  share  of  her  estate!  The  settlement  was  made  by  Hannah 
Fowler,  the  widow  of  Orland  (140),  who  lived  at  Winona,  Ohio.

Chalkley  Fowler  is  dead.  Father  of  C.  E.  Fowler  dies 
at  Family  home  of  neuralgia  of  the  heart  after  illness  of  sev¬ 
eral  months. 


Chalkley  T.  Fowler,  the  father  of  Charles  E.  Fowler, 
president  of  the  International  Contract  Company  and  the  Wash¬ 
ington  Marine  Company  of  this  city,  died  last  evening  at  6 
o'clock,  at  his  residence,  1611  Thirty-sixth  Avenue,  of  neu¬ 
ralgia  of  the  heart,  after  an  illness  of  several  months,  the 
result  of  an  attack  of  paralysis  suffered  last  fall. 

Mr.  Fowler,  who  came  to  this  city  to  live  four  years 
ago,  was  a  native  of  Ohio,  having  been  born  in  Marietta,  April 
21,  1840.  He  was  a  pioneer  lumberman,  having  operated  an  old- 
fashioned  water-power  sawmill  in  the  Ohio  woods  many  years  ago. 
Until  a  year  ago  he  was  manager  of  the  Variety  Lumber  Company 
of  this  city,  in  charge  of  their  planing  mills  and  yards  near 
the  plant  of  Moran  Bros.  He  retired  from  active  business 
about  a  year  ago  on  account  of  a  breakdown  in  health  and  since 
that  time  has  lived  quietly  at  home. 

In  addition  to  being  an  expert  lumberman,  he  was 
also  a  skilled  mechanic  and  many  beautiful  pieces  of  cabinet 
work  and  "grandfather's  clocks"  in  the  possession  of  his  rela¬ 
tives  and  friends  are  fitting  memorials  of  the  painstaking 
manner  in  which  he  carried  out  all  of  his  life's  work. 

Being  reared  in  the  Friends  Church  he  had  that  ster¬ 
ling  integrity  which  is  characteristic  of  the  William  Penn 
Quakers,  and  possessed  the  confidence  and  friendship  of  all 
with  whom  he  came  in  contact  in  the  course  of  his  business 
career . 


Early  in  life  he  was  married  to  Phoebe  W,  Hobson, 
who  survives  him.  In  addition  to  C.  E.  Fowler  he  has  two 
other  children,  Ella  M.  Fowler,  a  teacher  in  the  public 
schools  of  Seattle,  and  J.  E.  Fowler,  representative  of  Cald¬ 
well  Brothers  Machinery  Company  at  Aberdeen,  Wash. 

The  funeral  will  take  place  tomorrow  afternoon  at 
2  o'clock,  from  the  residence,  Rev.  Fletcher  L.  Wharton  offi¬ 
ciating,  with  private  interment.

Charles  E.  F.  lived  in  Plymouth  until  1870  when  his 
Father  removed  to  Athens,  Ohio.  In  July  1872  they  removed  to 
Marietta  (residing  in  Harmar)  and  here  C.  entered  the  public 
schools  at  7  years  of  age.  In  1875  they  moved  across  the 
Muskingum  river  and  resided  in  Marietta  until  February  1880. 
During  this  time  he  continued  in  school,  and  reached  the  gram¬ 
mar  grade.  The  schools  were  very  high  class  for  those  days  in 
all  the  common  branches,  especially  in  the  n3  R'sM  and 
writing. 

Having  access  to  the  splendid  libraries  of  Marietta 
College,  he  "’be came  a  great  lover  of  books,  reading  much  his- 
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tory  and  became  a  lover  of  historical  fiction,  by  reading 
much  of  Scott  and  Cooper. 

During  this  time  the  reunion  of  the  Army  of  West 
Virginia  was  held  in  Marietta.  For  two  successive  years, 
and  by  selling  daily  papers,  he  earned  the  money  for  buying 
a  suit  of  clothes  for  himselfl  While  his  parents  were  in 
good  circumstances  for  those  days,  he  continued  from  this 
time  to  earn  money  of  his  own. 

His  Father  removed  in  1880  to  Gallipolis,  Ohio, 
and  here  Charles  completed  his  grammar  school  work  and 
entered  the  High  School.  On  account  of  sickness,  he  was 
compelled  to  leave  school,  and  went  to  work  for  his  Father 
in  the  office. 

During  his  school  life  here  he  had  some  employ¬ 
ment  Saturdays  in  a  job  printing  office  and  learned  much 
about  the  printers’  trade.

His  duties  were  those  of  shipping  clerk  and  third 
bookkeeper,  a  part  of  the  time.  During  this  time  he  took  pri 
vate  lessons  from  Prof.  Lowes  in  algebra,  geometry,  trigonome 
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try,  German  and  Latin. 

On  his  Father’s  removal  to  Chillicothe,  he  remained 
at  Portsmouth  until  May  1885,  when  he  removed  to  Chillicothe 
and  traveled  for  some  months  as  collector  for  his  Father.  In 
September  1685,  he  took  examinations  for  entrance  as  a  spec¬ 
ial  student  in  the  Ohio  State  University  at  Columbus,  where  he 
studied  algebra,  geometry,  trigonometry,  chemistry,  mineralo¬ 
gy,  metallurgy,  drawing,  surveying,  field  engineering,  physics, 
botany,  geology,  analytic  geom. ,  bridge  engineering  and  some 
other  accessory  studies.  During  vacations,  he  found  employ¬ 
ment,  in  1886,  on  the  Scioto  Valley  Railway  Engineer  Corps, 
and  from  result  of  an  accident  was  away  one  term  at  work.  In 
the  spring  of  1887  he  was  selected  as  transitman  and  part  of 
the  time  as  leveler  by  Prof.  C.  N.  Brown  on  a  survey  of  the 
Columbus  entrance  for  the  Colo.  Lima  &  N.  W.  Ry. 

In  September  1887,  he  became  Asst.  Engr.  in  charge 
of  bridges,  under  W.  H.  Jennings  on  the  C.  H.  V.  &  T.  Ry., 
where  he  remained  until  Mr.  Jennings  resigned  in  Oct.  1886. 
During  this  time  he  was  employed  principally  in  the  computa¬ 
tion  of  the  bridges  on  the  line  of  the  H.  V.  div.,  which  had 
been  measured  up  by  Prof.  Brown. 

He  also  designed  some  new  Howe  trusses,  assisted  on 
mine  surveys,  and  did  most  of  the  map  work.  Was  part  of  the 
time  in  charge  of  office  work  making  up  payrolls,  auditors’ 
reports  and  other  reports. 

Out  of  office  hours  he  made  up  a  large  wall  map  of 
the  Hocking  Valley  Coal  and  Iron  Region  and  a  geological  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  Hocking  Valley  for  Mr.  Jennings,  which  were  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  American  Bank  Note  Co. 

In  evenings  he  studied  calculus,  and  took  lessons  in 

French. 


The  Motherwell  Iron  and  Steel  Co.  at  Logan,  Ohio, 
arranged  to  employ  him  before  he  left  the  R.  R.  Co.,  to  finish 
up  the  bridge  work  they  had  on  hand.  Among  the  work  done 
during  the  winter  of  1888,  was  a  viaduct,  500  feet  long  near 
Memphis,  Tenn.,  having  one  span  160'  on  cylinder  piers,  roof 
for  Florence,  Ala.,  and  other  bridges  and  structural  work. 

An  offer  was  made  by  the  Indiana  Bridge  Co.  during 
this  time,  but  no  definite  arrangement  being  made,  he  accepted 
an  offer  from  the  Berlin  Bridge  Co.  and  went  to  E.  Berlin,  Ct. 
in  April  1889.  Most  of  the  work  with  them  was  on  large  brid¬ 
ges,  roof  and  structural  plans,  the  largest  being  the  smelter 
works  at  Anaconda,  Mont.,  six  buildings,  600  ft.  long. 

_  In  July  1889,  the  Indiana  Bridge  Co.  made  a  definite 
arrangement  for  his  services  and  while  offered  inducements  to 
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remain  at  E.  Berlin,  he  accepted  the  offer  from  Indiana  and 
removed  to  Muncie.  Here  he  was  Engineer  of  Construction  in 
charge  of  designing,  and  during  the  absence  of  the  Engineer 
in  Paris,  was  for  some  months  in  entire  charge  of  engineering 
work.  Made  plans  for  and  erected,  himself,  a  suspension  and  a 
retractile  draw  span. 

During  the  winter  of  1889  he  made  up  plans  and  esti¬ 
mates  for  new  shops ,  which  were  submitted  to  the  Directors  and 
accepted  by  them.  The  new  shops  were  built  under  his  direc¬ 
tion  and  were  run  under  his  charge  until  August  1890.  He  re¬ 
signed  at  this  time  and  went  to  Los  Angeles,  where  he  contin¬ 
ued  in  the  employment  of  the  same  Company,  making  up  standard 
bridge  plans  until  Nov.  1890.  In  September  he  went  on  a  yacht¬ 
ing  trip  on  the  Pacific  to  Catalina,  and  made  numerous  trips 
around,  learning  much  of  the  semi-tropical  country. 

As  special  correspondent  to  the  Engineering  News  of 
N.  Y.,  many  articles  were  written  descriptive  of  the  country 
and  engineering  features  (1890-1-2). 

On  Dec.  4,  1890,  he  was  married  to  Lucille  H.  Doyle 
at  the  home  of  her  parents  on  Flower  Street,  and  on  Dec.  26 
he  left  for  the  east  by  way  of  steamer  Santa  Rosa,  to  San 
Francisco.  Mrs.  Fowler  accompanied  him  as  far  as  Santa  Bar¬ 
bara.  Arriving  at  San  Francisco,  he  found  employment  with  the 
Pacific  Rolling  Mills,  and  gave  up  the  idea  of  returning  east. 

Mrs.  Fowler  followed  him  and  they  lived  on  McAllister 
St.  until  she  was  called  homeby  the  serious  illness  of  her 
mother. 


His  work  here  was  on  the  steel  work  for  the  Mills 
Bdg.  and  in  Feb.  1891  he  decided  on  the  solicitation  of  his 
wife's  people  to  return  to  Los  Angeles. 

A  position  was  offered  by  E.  M.  Boggs,  of  transit- 
man  on  a  canal  survey  in  the  Sierra  Madre  mountains,  for  the 
Bear  Valley  Irrigation  Co.,  and  in  March,  they  removed  to 
Banning,  Cal.,  in  the  San  Gorgonia  Pass,  the  headquarters  of 
the  survey. 

During  the  summer,  from  camps  in  the  mountains, 
about  100  miles  of  surveys  were  run  and  240  square  miles  of 
country  were  mapped.  In  an  article  in  the  Engineering  Maga¬ 
zine,  June  1895,  is  an  article  by  him  descriptive  of  this  work. 

Mr.  A.  D.  Ottewell  of  San  Francisco  wired  for  his 
assistance  on  some  cantilever  and  drawbridge  work  and  in 
October  1891-  he  returned  to  San  Francisco,  working  on  the 
plans  for  an  Australian  bridge  all  winter.  Mrs.  F.  remaining 
in  Los  Angeles. 
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He  returned  to  Los  Angeles  in  Jan.  1892,  and  opened 
an  office  as  Engineers  and  Contractors  under  name  of  Ledbetter 
and  Fowler.  They  did  pile  driving  work,  bridge  work  and  made 
the  plans  for  a  1600  feet  ocean  pier  at  Long  Beach,  Cal. 

Moving  east  in  July  1892,  he  entered  the  employ  of 
The  Youngstown  Bridge  Co.  as  estimator,  being  promoted  on  Feb. 
1,  93  to  Chief  Engineer. 

During  this  time  he  published  three  editions  of 
"General  Specifications  for  Roofs  and  Buildings",  which  was 
sold  by  the  Engineering  News  of  New  York.  He  also  contributed 
articles  to  the  "News"  and  to  the  magazine  "Stone". 

His  work  up  to  1897  covered  the  design  and  superin¬ 
tendence  of  about  1600  contracts  for  bridges  and  buildings. 

The  most  notable  work  from  an  engineering  and  architectural 
point  of  view  was  the  Knoxville  arched  cantilever. 

The  1700  ft.  Market  St.  viaduct  in  Youngstown,  0. 
had  a  210  arch  -  two  hinged,  and  the  entire  structure  was 
artistic.  He  published  a  book  on  "The  Cofferdam  Process  for 
Piers",  (Wiley  &  Son);  among  hundreds  of  bridges  and  buildings 
were  many  for  railways  all  over  U.  S. ,  B  &  0,  Penna. ,  Erie, 
Lake  Shore,  M.  K.  &  T.,  Florida  East  Coast  and  about  50  others 
He  planned  and  built  25  buildings  for  the  Ohio  Steel  Co.;  the 
entire  plant  of  New  Lisbon  (Ohio)  Tin  Plate  Co.;  the  Jackson 
Building,  Nashville,  Tenn.;  New  Lyceum  Theater  of  Memphis, 

Tenn. ;  Lafayette  Square  Theater  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  and 
scores  of  others,  including  steelwork  for  3  buildings  of  the 
1893  World's  Fair  at  Chicago,  and  several  for  the  State  Fair 
at  Springfield,  Illinois. 

When  the  Bridge  Shops  were  burned  in  1895,  he  de¬ 
signed  the  new  steel  shops  100  x  500  ft.  and  two  125  x  100  ft. 
ells,  as  well  as  smaller  buildings  of  the  plant.  The  new 
shops  were  equipped  with  electrically  operated  machinery, 
electrical  hoists  and  cranes,  all  designed  by  C.  E.  F.,  prob¬ 
ably  the  first  so  equipped  in  the  U.  S.  When  it  became  appar¬ 
ent  that  the  Company  would  be  absorbed  by  the  Trust-American 
Bridge  Co.,  he  resigned  in  1898,  and  opened  an  office  in  New 
York  City,  in  the  Bowling  Green  Building,  as  Consulting  En¬ 
gineer.  Made  plans  for  erecting  the  Queensborough  1600  ft. 
suspension  span  over  East  River;  work  for  the  Cornwall  bridge 
in  Canada;  a  theater  for  Brooklyn;  erection  of  the  new  Tombs 
Prison,  N.  Y.  City;  a  Recreation  Pier  for  City;  and  a  building 
for  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard.  Was  offered  Presidency  of  Puget  Sound 
Bridge  and  Dredging  Co.  at  Seattle,  Wash,  by  Geo.  W.  Catt,  the 
President  of  Atlantic , Gulf  and  Pacific  Co.,  the  owners  of  the 
Puget  Sound  Co^  He  accepted  and  moved  to  Seattle  in  March 
1900.  While  -in  N.  Y.  City  he  published  "Engineering  Studies" 
and  "Ordinary  Foundations"  (Wiley  &  Son). 

During  the  five  years  he  was  sole  manager  of  the  Pu- 
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get  Sound  Bridge  and  Dredging  Co.  up  to  1905,  he  planned  and 
built  hundreds  of  bridges  and  harbors.  The  great  white  Pass 
Arch  for  that  railway  in  Alaska  -  400  ft.  long,  and  four  ethers 
on  this  line,  and  one  near  Dawson,  Yukon  Territory.  The  great 
20,000  ton  coaling  plant  at  Puget  Sound  Navy  Yard,  also  piers, 
sea  walls,  and  buildings  for  the  Navy.  He  did  much  dredging 
for  all  the  harbors  in  Puget  Sound,  at  Grays  Harbor,  and 
Willapa  Harbor.  Also  made  contracts  for  filling  the  1200  acre 
of  Tide  Flats  at  Seattle;  and  Tide  Flats  at  Tacoma.  Built 
three  viaducts  at  Portland,  Oregon;  and  arch  at  Spokane.  Es¬ 
tablished  his  own  companies  in  1906  -  International  Contract 
Co.,  International  Dredging  Co.,  Washington  Marine  Co.  (s.s. 
building  and  operation  company)  and  Fowler  Investment  Co. 
(holding  company),  continued  in  same  line  as  formerly  building 
many  bridges  and  harbor  works  all  over  northwest.  Built  the. 
Headworks  for  Tacoma  Water  System  and  2  Reservoirs  of 
160,000,000  gallon  capacity  for  Seattle.  Riprapped  15  miles 
of  No.  Pac.  Ry.  Point  Defiance  Line.  Published  "Sub  Aqueous 
Foundations"  and  "Law  &  Business  of  Engr.  &  Contr."  Was  Pres¬ 
ident  of  Seattle  Park  Board  when  the  65  mile  Parkway  System  was 
adopted;  was  Trustee  of  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  10  years; 
Trustee  of  Alaska-Yukon-Pacif ic  Exposition  in  1906;  did  most 
of  work  establishing  the  Port  of  Seattle.  Lectured  for  15 
years  gratis  for  Univ.of  Washington,  President  Pacific  N.  W. 
Soc.  of  Engrs. 

The  steam  schooner  Washington  carrying  600,000  ft. of 
lumber  and  30  passengers  was  built  at  I.  C.  Co.  shipyard  on 
Seattle  Tide  Flats.  The  Dredge  Washington,  Tug  Ohio,  and  sev¬ 
eral  large  scows  were  also  built  there.  The  Ferry  Boat  Wash¬ 
ington  was  built  at  I.  C.  Co.  shipyard  on  Lake  W.  for  King  Co. 
It  was  40  x  160  ft.  600  H.P.  to  operate  from  Madison  Street  to 
Kirkland,  a  distance  of  4  miles,  to  carry  autos  and  pass.  It 
had  screw  propellers  at  both  ends.  The  dispatch  boat  for  the 
Public  Health  Service  U.  S.  A.  was  built  at  a  Ballard  Shipyard, 
It  was  twin  screws,  80  ft.  long,  with  2-75  H.P.  Standard  Gas 
Engines.  The  hull  "Ballard"  was  built  at  another  I.  C.  Co. 
Ballard  Yard.  It  was  36  x  180  ft. 

C.  E.  F.  began  the  painting  of  water  color  painting 
of  landscapes  and  seascapes  in  1907  by  combining  his  practice 
in  some  fine  pen  sketches,  with  his  drawing  ability,  his  free 
hand  work  in  college  and  his  knowledge  of  water  coloring, 
shades  and  shadows  at  0.  S.  U.  He  has  painted  more  than  a 
hundred  notable  pictures  of  mountains,  oceans,  and  animals. 
Especially  fine  are  "Golden  Gate"  in  Yellowstone  Park;  "Black 
Dog",  the  largest  Buffalo;  and  a  22  x  27  of  Marshal  Duroc  on 
his  bay  horse,  from  Meissoniers  1807.  He  had  also  made  many 
fine  pastels. 

InJL912  was  back  in  consulting  work  and  made  first 
plans  for  San  Francisco  Bay  Bridge,  which  was  built  from  his 
Plan  B  by  State  of  California.  Finished  dredging  of  Lake 
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Washington  7  mile  ship  canal  for  Standard  Dredging  Co,  and 
made  plans  for  numerous  fixed  and  draw  spans.  Returned  to  New 
York  City  as  Cons.  Engr.  at  25  Church  St.  in  1917.  He  rebuilt 
the  Niagara  Railway  arch  in  ISIS  and  19,  which  work  is  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  Transactions  of  the  Ane r .  Sec.  of  Civ.  Ingrs. 

He  was  called  cut  to  the  Chic  State  University  in  June  1916 
and  given  the  degree  of  faster  of  Civil  Engineering,  the  only 
one  so  conferred  by  0.  S.  U.  up  to  1937.  From  1919  to  1925 
he  spent  much  time  at  Detroit  on  the  Detroit-Windsor  1850  ft. 
railway  and  highway  bridge.  Upon  the  failure  of  Detroit  and 
Ontario  to  finance  the  same,  C.  E.  F.  sold  the  controlling  in¬ 
terest  to  the  Mellon  interests,  who  built  it  substantially  as 
planned,  except  the  railways  were  omitted  and  the  roadway  was 
narrowed.  During  this  period  he  got  out  plans  for  a  4850  feet 
•suspension  span  for  San  Francisco  Eay,  the  longest  span  ever 
seriously  proposedl  The  plans  for  the  Narrows  Bridge  at  New 
York  City  called  for  a  4550  feet  span,  and  the  financing  had 
been  arranged  in  1928,  but  progress  was  stopped  by  the  Depres¬ 
sion  in  1929.  Also  plans  for  Sidney  Aust.  Fidler  Arch  1650 
ft.  span. 


He  made  plans  for  a  Causeway  24  miles  long  between 
New  Orleans  and  Mandeville,  La.,  across  Lake  Pontchartrain, 
which  lost  out  politically,  but  which  eventually  will  be  built 
from  his  plans  for  a  chain  of  18  islands  across  the  Lake  for 
suburban  homes.  He  also  made  plans  for  a  50  mile  ship  canal 
from  Baratario  Bay  to  Westwego  on  the  Mississippi  at  New  Or¬ 
leans,  with  docks  on  the  Bay,  in  Little  Lake  and  in  Lake  Sal¬ 
vador,  which  is  only  40  miles  from  the  Gulf  as  against  110  by 
river  to  New  Orleans.  He  went  to  London  and  Paris  in  July 
1929  to  make  reports  for  bankers  on  35  projects  in  France,  Po¬ 
land,  and  Northern  Africa.  Thirty  of  these  were  for  bridge 
structures.  In  1933  he  completed  plans  for  a  25  mile  long  span 
bridge  and  causeway  across  Straits  of  Mackinac  for  the  State  of 
Michigan,  upon  which  he  had  begun  to  work  in  1921.  Has  built 
4,000  projects  all  over  American  Continent,  and  some  abroad. 

Has  designed  and  reported  on  20,000  projects. 

The  35  millions  was  promised  by  P.  W.  A.  in  Washing¬ 
ton  in  1934,  but  was  not  approved  by  Michigan  due  to  political 
upsets.  From  1925  to  1928  he  published  the  first  of  three  vol¬ 
umes  of  "Engineering  &  Building  Foundations"  (Wiley  &  Son), 
also  the  "Detroit-Windsor  Bridge"  in  booklet  form.  The  "Miss¬ 
issippi  Flood  Problem"  in  1928,  and  "The  Ideals  of  Engineering 
Architecture"  through  the  Gillette  Pub.  Co,  of  Chicago  and  Spon 
of  London,  England.  The  "Engineering  Epics", still  unpublished, 
comprises  50  poems  descriptive  of  his  and  other  engineering 
works. 


C. 'E.  F.  received  the  gift  from  his  Mother,  while  in 
the  High  Suhool  at  Gallipolis,  Ohio,  of  "The  Camp  Fires  of 
Napoleon"  and  "The  Life  of  the  Empress  Josephine",  and  from 
these  began  his  Napoleonic  studies  which  have  been  continued 
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for  over  55  years.  This  resulted  in  his  forming  the  greatest 
Private  Napoleon  Collection  in  the  world,  of  over  13,000  items. 
There  were  2000  rare  books;  2500  autograph  letters;  1500 
medals  and  coins;  4000  pictures  in  frames,  portfolios  and 
albums;  100  authentic  relics;  100  pieces  of  statuary  of 
bronze,  bisque  and  ivorite;  250  miniatures  of  ivory  and  pas¬ 
tel;  3000  clippings  in  Scrap  Books,  and  many  miscellaneous 
items.

He  was  taken  by  his  parents  to  Gallipolis  in  1880, 
where  his  father  was  Manager  for  the  Singer  Manufg.  Co.  In  a 
few  years  they  moved  to  Portsmouth,  0.,  thence  to  Chillicothe, 
Ohio,  where  he  passed  thru  all  the  grades  of  schools.  His  bro¬ 
ther  Charles  E.  went  to  Ohio  State  University  and  in  1893  be¬ 
came  Ch.  Engr.  of  the  Youngstown  (0.)  Bridge  Co.  J.  E.  went  to 
live  with  him,  after  completing  3  years  of  High  School  at  Chil¬ 
licothe.  In  Youngstown  he  attended  the  Rayen  Sci.  High  School 
and  became  a  good  mathematician  and  fine  draftsman.  After 
graduation  he  returned  to  Chillicothe  and  was  employed  in  the 
Eng.  Department  of  a  machinery  co.  He  went  to  Chicago  to  ac¬ 
cept  a  position  with  the  Hine-Watt  Mfg.  Co.,  where  he  made  a 
fine  record.  In  Aug.  1900  he  returned  to  Chillicothe  to  be¬ 
come  Deputy  County  Auditor  under  Harry  S.  Adams,  where  he  re¬ 
mained  several  years.  He  moved  to  Seattle,  Wash,  in  1904  (?) 
to  become  manager  of  the  Variety  Lumber  Co.  for  his  Father. 
About  1905  he  moved  to  Aberdeen,  Wash,  to  become  office  mana¬ 
ger  for  the  West  Lumber  Co.  About  1913  he  went  into  business 
for  himself  in  Fire  and  Life  Ins.  for  the  Mutual  Life  of  N.Y,

ing  of  the  corner-stone  of  the  Washington  Memorial  at  Alexan- 
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aria,  Va. ,  and  made  the  reply  to  the  address  of  welcome  by  the 
Gov.  of  Virginia.  He  was  highly  regarded  by  all  his  Brother 
Masons  for  his  fine  character  and  integrity,  as  was  true  with 
his  business  associates. 

After  serving  as  Grand  Master,  he  became  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  the  State  Masonic  Home,  just  north  of  Tacoma, 

Wash.  He  gave  his  son  J.  E.  Jr.  a  fine  education  in  Metallur¬ 
gy  at  State  College,  and  he  is  now  with  the  Alaska  Juneau  Gold 
Mining  Co.  at  Juneau.  The  two  daughters  were  also  well  educa¬ 
ted,  Phebe  marrying  a  school  professor  and  Catherine  a  drug¬ 
gist.  The  fine  character  and  poise  of  J.  E.  made  him  hosts  of 
friends,  and  his  over  six  feet  stature  made  him  a  commanding 
figure  in  his  Lodge  and  business  relations.  By  strenuous  ef¬ 
forts  he  had  pulled  thru  the  great  depression,  and  just  as 
prosperity  was  in  sight  he  was  stricken  by  the  Great  Reaper, 
thru  an  auto  accident,  on  Nov.  16,  1936. 

EDITORIAL  ABERDEEN  DAILY  WORLD 

The  death  of  John  Fowler  -  "Jack"  to  all  his  many 
friends  and  to  all  who  knew  him  even  slightly  -  comes  as  a 
shock.  He  had  been  a  community  leader  for  so  long  and  had  been 
so  ready  to  help  in  every  civic  undertaking  that  it  is  diffi¬ 
cult  to  think  of  the  city  without  him.  And  this  city  and  this 
Harbor  district  never  had  a  more  loyal  or  more  devoted  adher¬ 
ent.  Mr.  Fowler  took  especial  interest  in  fraternal  organiza¬ 
tions,  work  for  boys,  and  the  Salvation  Army  and  was  unfailing 
in  whatever  he  was  asked  to  do  for  the  progress  and  betterment 
of  the  community.  He  earned  and  merited  respect  not  only  for 
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that  but  for  his  qualities  as  a  man.  These  were  recognized  in 
the  honors  that  fraternal  orders  bestowed  upon  him  and  in  the 
many,  many  friendships  he  enjoyed.  In  these  he  was  very  rich, 

He  had  years  of  usefulness  ahead,  and  it  is  a  pity  that  death 
did  not  spare  him  for  them. 

ABERDEEN  CIVIC  LEADER  DIES; 

MHOLE  HARBOR  MOURNS 

John  1,  Fowler,  57,  prominent  Aberdeen  insurance  man 
and  popular  civic  and  fraternal  leader,  died  at  5  o’clock  this 
morning  from  injuries  suffered  yesterday  when  he  was  struck 
by  a  car  as  he  walked  across  the  pavement  of  the  new  city  en¬ 
trance.  His  death  brought  personal  sorrow  to  hundreds  of  Grays 
Harbor  people  who  had  known  of  his  benefactions  over  a  period 
of  50  years  residence  here. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Fowler  removed  one  of  the  city’s 
most  ardent  workers  in  behalf  of  civic  enterprises.  He  was  a 
leader  in  campaigns  to  aid  the  Boy  Scouts,  the  Salvation  Army, 
the  Red  Cross,  the  Order  of  De-Molay  and  all  other  groups  in¬ 
terested  in  rendering  a  service  to  the  community, 

Thile  citizens  in  every  walk  of  life  mourned  his  pass¬ 
ing,  officials  of  Grays  Harbor  completed  an  investigation  into 
the  fatal  accident  which  took  his  life. 

Mr.  Fowler  was  born  at  Marietta,  Ohio,  May  20,  1879. 

He  spent  his  early  manhood  at  Chillicothe,  Ohio  and  was  deputy 
county  auditor  there.  He  and  Mrs.  Fowler,  who  survives,  were 
married  October  29,  1903,  and  shortly  after  came  west  to  Seat¬ 
tle  where  they  resided  about  two  years. 

Mr.  Fowler  came  to  Aberdeen  in  1906  and  was  employed 
as  accountant  for  the  A.  J.  West  Lumber  Company  for  about  25 
years.  For  the  past  seven  years  he  was  district  manager  of  the 
Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  of  New  York. 

A  CIVIC  LEADER 


During  his  residence  here  and  at  Junction  City,  Mr, 
Fowler  was  very  active  in  civic  and  fraternal  affairs.  His 
quick  wit,  his  natural  leadership  and  organization  ability,  his 
willingness  to  serve  any  worthy  cause,  his  ability  to  handle 
any  subject  as  an  impromptu  speaker  and  his  tact  in  handling 
any  si tuat ion-. which  might  arise  marked  him  as  an  outstanding 
man  whose  services  were  always  in  demand. 

'He  rose  to  the  top  in  all  organizations  with  which 
he  was  affiliated,  an  example  of  which  was  his  selection  as 
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grand  master  of  the  grand  lodge  of  the  F.  &  A.  M.  for  the  state 
of  Washington  and  Alaska  in  1928  and  1929.  He  had  served  in 
1916  as  master  of  Aberdeen  lodge  No.  52,  F.  &  A.  M. ,  was  a  pop¬ 
ular  member  of  the  Elks  lodge  here  and  an  early  member  and 
past  president  of  the  Aberdeen  Kiwanis  club.  He  was  active 
in  the  chamber  of  commerce  for  several  years  and  a  member  of 
the  Presbyterian  church.

Besides  his  wife,  he  is  survived  by  one  son,  John  E. 
Fowler,  Jr.,  who  is  with  a  mining  company  at  Juneau,  Alaska, 
and  two  daughters,  Phoebe  Fowler,  wife  of  Ivan  Fowler,  who  is 
principal  of  the  A.  J.  West  school,  and  Mrs,  Catherine  Brown, 
wife  of  Kenneth  Brown,  Colfax,  Washington;  five  grandchildren, 
and  by  several  cousins  in  Seattle  and  the  northwest.

He  first  attended  public  school  in  Youngstown,  Ohio, 
where  his  father  was  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Youngstown  Bridge  Co, 
Going  with  the  family  to  N.Y.City  in  1898,  he  attended  school 
on  Morningside  Heights,  and  often  when  not  in  school  would  ac¬ 
company  his  Father  out  on  construction  work,  and  learned  to  op¬ 
erate  a  hoist  engine  when  8  years  of  age,  early  showing  talents 
for  mechanical  affairs,  as  did  his  Father  and  Grandfather  be¬ 
fore  him.

He  and  boy  friends  would  go  by  ca¬ 
noe  on  hunting  trips  around  Lake  Washington,  and  even  as  far 
as  across  Puget  Sound,  on  up  into  the  Hoods  Canal  country  of 
the  Olympic  Peninsula.  As  his  Father's  plant  comprised  tug 
boats  and  launches,  he  soon  learned  to  operate  them.  After 
finishing  High  School,  he  entered  the  University  of  Washington 
under  Prof.  A.  H.  Fuller,  but  chafed  under  the  restraint  and 
longed  for  adventure  in  the  open.  When  the  chance  came  to  go 
to  Alaska  with  T.  H.  Secrest,  formerly  one  of  his  Father's  em¬ 
ployees,  on  tha  surveys  of  the  Government  Railway  from  Seward 
to  Fairbanks,  he  accepted  a  place  on  the  party,  with  only  a 
year  needed  to  complete  his  college  work.  The  story  of  the 
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surveys  is  one  of  high  adventure,  and  upon  hie  return,  he  was 
only  induced  to  return  to  college  upon  the  strong  urging  of 
Prof.  Fuller.  He  made  such  a  high  record  in  Analytical  Mechan¬ 
ics,  that  Prof.  Fuller  succeeded  in  inducing  him  to  assist  in 
teaching  the  subject.  Upon  graduation,  he  asked  permission  to 
join  work  with  construction  crews  and  worked  on  the  Tacoma  Head- 
works  with  Supt.  D.L. Davis,  having  charge  of  the  compressor 
plant  for  operating  the  rock  drills  on  the  tunnel  work.  He  was 
the  only  one  among  150  on  the  job  that  was  able  to  repair  gaso¬ 
line  engines  and  other  pieces  of  machinery.  He  made  a  voyage  to 
Alaska  with  Capt. Nason  on  the  steam  schooner  Washington, which 
his  Father  had  built  and  was  operating.

When  this  plant 
was  dismantled  he  became  Seattle  Engineer  and  Manager  for  the 
Pittsburg  Des  Moines  Bridge  Co.,  with  offices  in  the  L.C. Smith 
Bdg. ,  and  covering  all  of  the  northwest  and  on  special  work  be¬ 
ing  called  to  San  Francisco.

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HOBSON  FAMILY  HISTORY 


JOHN  HOBSON  lived  at  Rowley,  England,  in  or  about 
the  year  1600.  There  was  also  a  John  Hobson  of  Narraganset, 
who  was  a  soldier  in  1675.

The  earliest  Home  of  the  Hobsons  (or  Hopsons)  was  in 
Leicester  County,  England,  and  also  in  the  adjoining  Counties 
of  Lincoln  and  Derby.  The  first  one  recorded  is  Thomas  Hopson 
in  1479  of  Leicester  County.  During  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII 
families  of  the  name  of  Hobson  lived  at  Great  Glen,  a  few 
miles  from  Leicester.  John  Hobson  died  about  1545.  His  wife’s 
name  was  Agnes.  The  first  of  the  Great  Glen  Hobsons  was 
Robert  (1490-1554)  and  he  probably  was  the  son  of  Thomas  noted 
above.  This  account  is  from  the  "Hobson  Family"  by  Thos. 
Gamble,  Jr.,  Savannah,  Ga.,  1906.  (Copy  in  the  N.  Y.  Public 
Library  1937.  C.E.F.) 

There  is  a  very  fine  oil  portrait  of  a  prominent 
Hobson  in  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum  in  London,  by  Sir 
Henry  Raeburn. 

Hobson’s  Choice  does  not  refer  to  Richmond  P. 

Hobson,  the  naval  hero  who  sank  the  collier  Merrimac  in 
Santiago  Harbor.  In  the  seventeenth  century,  in  Cambridge, 
England,  Tobias  Hobson  kept  a  livery  stable.  It  was  his  cus¬ 
tom  to  let  his  horses  out  only  in  rotation,  not  as  desired  by 
customers.  His  favorite  expression  was,  "This  or  none".  His 
feeling  was  that  in  this  manner  each  customer  was  equally  well 
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served  and  the  horses  were  treated  better.  Thus  "Hobson’s 
choice"  has  come  to  mean  no  choice  at  all. 

The  name  of  Hobson  is  said  to  have  been  derived  from 
the  nickname  Hob,  for  Robert,  combined  with  the  suffix  son, 
making  the  meaning  of  the  name  "son  of  Hob  or  Robert".  It  is 
found  on  ancient  records  in  the  various  forms  of  Hobbeson, 
Hobbsonne,  Hobbson,  Hobsonne,  Hobsone,  Hobsonn,  and  Hobson,  of 
which  the  last  is  the  generally  accepted  form  of  the  name  today. 

Families  of  this  name  were  to  be  found  at  early  dates 
in  the  English  counties  of  Leicester,  Durham,  Somerset,  York, 
Hamps,  Sussex,  Lincoln,  Cambridge,  Middlesex,  Chester,  and  Lon¬ 
don  and  were,  for  the  most  part,  of  the  landed  gentry  and  yeo¬ 
manry  of  Great  Britain. 

Among  the  earliest  records  of  the  family  in  England 
are  those  of  William  Hobbeson  of  Somersetshire  in  the  time  of 
King  Edward  the  Third,  William  and  Peter  Hobbeson  of  Yorkshire 
in  1379,  Robert  Hobson  of  about  the  same  time,  and  John  Hob¬ 
sonne  of  Cheshire  in  1388. 

From  this  last  mentioned  John  Hobsonne  is  believed 
to  have  been  descended  the  family  of  that  name  which  was  repre¬ 
sented  in  Cheshire  in  the  latter  part  of  the  fifteenth  century 
by  Nicholas  Hobson,  who  was  the  father  of  John,  who  died  in 
1540,  leaving  a  son  named  Nicholas,  who  was  succeeded  by  his 
son  Francis,  who  had  a  son  of  the  same  name,  who  was  the  father 
of  Thomas,  Francis,  and  others. 

One  William  Hobsonn  is  said  to  have  resided  in  Hamp- 
shire  in  the  ""fifteenth  century  and  to  have  been  the  father  by 
his  wife  Isabell  of  a  son  named  Thomas,  who  removed  to  London 
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and  was  the  father  by  his  wife  Jane  of  Richard  and  William,  of 
whom  the  first  died  in  1520,  leaving  issue  by  his  wife  Parnell 
Frowick  of  Thomas,  who  had  a  son  named  Thomas,  who  married 
Margaret  Holbourne  and  had  Thomas,  who  married  Mary  Jenkinson 
and  had  John,  Richard,  Thomas,  Anthony,  and  four  daughters;  and 
William,  second  son  of  Thomas  and  Jane  of  London,  was  the 
father  of  Thomas,  who  married  Julian  Hareward  and  had  issue  by 
her  of  James,  William,  Thomas,  and  John,  of  whom  the  first  was 
the  father  in  Sussex  County  by  his  first  wife  Ellen  Stant  of  a 
son  named  Thomas  and  by  his  second  wife  Anne  Stokes  of  St. 

John,  James,  and  four  daughters. 

Another  William  Hobson  of  the  North  Country  is  said  to 
have  been  the  father  of  Robert  of  Leicestershire,  who  married 
Margery  Wells  and  had  issue  by  her  of  Thomas  and  William,  of 
whom  the  first  resided  in  London  and  had  issue  in  the  early 
seventeenth  century  by  his  wife  Rose  Franklin  of  William, 

Joseph  and  six  daughters. 

It  is  not  definitely  known  from  which  of  the  many  il¬ 
lustrious  lines  of  the  family  in  England  the  first  emigrants  of 
the  name  to  America  were  descended,  but  it  is  generally  be¬ 
lieved  that  all  of  the  Hobsons  were  of  common  ancestry  at  a  re¬ 
mote  period. 

Among  the  first  of  the  name  in  America  were  Robert  of 
Northampton  County,  Va.,  in  1647,  John  of  Lower  Norfolk  County, 
Va.,  in  1648,  Thomas  of  Virginia  in  1650,  and  Roger  of  Northum¬ 
berland  County,  Va. ,  in  1652,  none  of  whom  left  any  definite 
records  of  tfreir  immediate  families. 

The  name  of  Naylor  is  said  to  have  been  derived  from 


the  occupation  of  its  first  bearer  as  a  maker  of  nails,  an  oc¬ 
cupation  which  was  to  be  found  in  the  North  of  England  at  an 
extremely  early  date.  It  is  found  on  ancient  English  and  early 
American  records  in  the  various  spellings  of  Nailer,  Nailler, 
Nailor,  Naillor,  Naler,  Nalor,  Nailer,  Nallor,  Naylere, 
Nayllere,  Nayller,  Nayler,  Neyler,  Neyller,  Neylor,  Neyllor, 
Neylour,  Naylar,  Naylore,  Nayllor,  Naylour,  Naylor,  and  numer¬ 
ous  others,  of  which  the  form  last  mentioned  is  that  most  gen¬ 
erally  in  use  in  America  today. 

Families  of  this  name  were  to  be  found  at  early  dates 
in  the  English  Counties  of  Northumberland,  York,  Kent, 
Gloucester,  Huntingdon,  and  Montgomery,  as  well  as  in  the  city 
and  vicinity  of  London.  These  families  were,  for  the  most 
part,  of  the  landed  gentry  and  yeomanry  of  the  British  Isles.

They  moved  from  Steubenville  to  Bart¬ 
lett  in  1852.  (See  C.E.F.  notes  from  Steubenville,  Ohio, 

County  Records.)  They  lived  from  before  1870,  up  to  Rebecca's 
death  on  Main  Street  in  Bartlett.  They  had  a  lot  of  large  size 
on  the  end  of  a  block,  on  which  was  the  home,  a  large  story  and 
a  half  white  house  with  dormer  windows.  In  one  corner  on  Main 
Street  was  the  two  story  Harness  Shop  and  Store.  The  second 
floor  was  the  Masonic  Hall,  although  John  H.  was  a  Quaker.  To 
the  rear  was  a  large  barn,  with  a  small  orchard,  a  chicken 
house,  and  smoke  house  between  the  home  and  barn.  In  the  rear 
of  the  Harness  Shop  was  a  wonderful  old  fashioned  garden  and 
berry  patch,  with  fine  old  fashioned  flowers  in  beds  alongside 
the  walks,  and  hollyhocks  and  sunflowers  along  the  fences. 

Just  back  of  the  Shop  was  an  old  fashioned  "rambo"  apple  tree, 
which  bore  the  tastiest  apples  a  boy  ever  sank  his  teeth  into. 
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The  house  w as  filled  with  fine  old  fashioned  (an¬ 
tiques  of  1937)  furniture,  and  there  was  old  fashioned  blue 


china  dishes,  candlesticks,  and  the  like,  which  would  have  set 
off  any  museum.  But  unfortunately  the  house  burned  to  the 
ground  in  the  "ninties"  and  all  the  contents  were  destroyed. 
They  then  lived  with  their  son  Samuel  for  a  time,  but  after 
Rebecca's  death,  John  lived  with  his  daughter  Phebe  Fowler  in 
Chillicothe,  Ohio,  until  his  death  Nov,  5,  1893.
